It ts quite evident- that the 
object of the' so-called public meeting was to 
retain Blacks under the fostering care of 
Clyde, and, consequently, under the in-, 
fiuence of him who makes a number of the 
people of Clyde his humble servants^ It is 
no less plain, that the aim Mr PvKBhad in 
view was simply to be placed in the position 
of addressing the Government J as the 
authorised mouthpiece of a section of people 
M in -public meeting assembled." We very 
much misjudge the Dunstan representative 
if he, having thus been : vested in authority 
to speak on behalf of the Blacks people, has 
contented himself with merely setting forth 
end trying to get remedied the grievance the 
meeting very properly complained about. 
Our faith in Mr Ptke is so great that we are 
constrained to think, and dare affirm, that 
he seized the happy chance to lay the whole 
matter, before Government from a purely 
Clyde point of view — showing how, away 
from that important and enlightened centre, 
efficient management would be an impossi- 
bility. In short, his “recommendations” 
would be a little Blacks and a great deal of 
Clyde. . The resolutions passed at this 
“ public meeting" are worthy of notice. 
They have every appearance of having been 
cat and dried for the occasion, and we do 
not think it would be difficult to “spot” the 
author. * Ai Mr Fitzgerald tersely puts it— 
“they are spiced and highly -flavored with 
Clyde sauce carefully buttered over with the 
interesta of Blacks to make them palatable.” 
However, the object of the Dunstan member 
was attained when .he was empowered to 
place his “ reconimendationB" before the 
Government. . Out of this email woof our 
Blacks friends may rest assured a net will 
be woven that i« intended to bind them 
closer to Clyde than will be to their liking.

Dunstah Times that, every line., of domestio 
and foreign iiitolligehce is thoroughly reliable; 
that .it has stood, the test pJ criticism ;; ,hae 
run the course of all other papers in the 
colony, and that then, and hot till then,, is it 
allowed to find a place in its columns., yie 
may rely on the very latest news we can find 
there, because we know that it has only been 
inserted after days of misgivings as to 
truth. As there are two sides to eveiy ques- 
tion, so are there generally drawbacks to 
otherwise perfect schemes, and. so. in; this 
case. A paper like the Dunstan Times re- 
quires to be re^d with great parej,; even by its 
own _ supporters, or they must confine their 
reading to its sheets only, otherwise they are 
likely to get slightly mixed, arid to experience 
an uncertainty as to how many Afghanistan 
wars Great Britain has entered on this year, 
and BO forth. Imagine just as a constant hut 
general reader of Liberal principles had con- 
gratulated himself oa Mr Gladstone’s return 
to power, hia hopes -being crushed by the 
announcement of the probable overwhelming 
majority for the Conservatives, ' the an 
Times not having yet got through tho 
general elections. But what a treasure 
such a paper will prove to the historian of 
this great countiy- no facts stated positively 
one week and withdrawm or contradicted tho 
next ; no hasty statements accepted merely 
on the bare, authority of hia “own correspond- 
ents’” wire, received at the last moment 
before locking and published to appeaso 
the morbid appetite of the public ; no , ill- 
considered item will be found in its immaculate 
pages. These are virtues, we .confess, to 
which we. 'can make no claim; but while 
admitting these, we do take exception to our 
contemporary sailing, so to speak, under falsa 
colors. 

Of late, as we have already stated has beea 
the case in the past, the. TiTaeff has 

had another fit» of violent activity, and . wa 
have been belahf^red unmercifully , for our 
sins of omission ^nd commission, and we ara 
still getting it because wa will not kiss the 
rod. It caunot be at the hands of our 
esteemed fellow- collaborateur : the noble 
commander and owner of the Duiwfan Times 
has not possessed so much venom in the 
whole course of his blameless life as appears 
in any of his weekly articles under the pre- 
sent regime, But this startling change, 
which is perhaps a mystery to its readers,. ia 
none to us. We know whose trick it is at 
the wheel— it ia an experienced old sea-dog 
only recently shipped, but a weather-beaten 
old salt, who has sailed in all waters, cold 
and hot— one who generally knows which 
way the wind blows, and who generally goe^ 
before it. He was once in the regular servicu 
as a sort of naval instructor, and many com- 
manders of Government vessels iii these 
latitudes served under him as midshipmites.r 
He wa^ one of the “Rulers of the Queen’s 
Navee" in foreign parts. He. joined the. 
good- ship “Constitution" at Wellington 
sorqc few voyages ago, but his conduct is not' 
favorably spoken of — not steady . enough. 
Tl^ .'boatswain and his mates complain that 
they never know where to find him. They- 
do qpt say he is idle, but they are never sure 
of him — now he is in the port, and again in- 
starboard watch, but they say he is always at. 
“ grog ho,” when, though only rc'ited as an 
ordinary seaman,' he tosses off his ration like 
an A.B. He has a genial temper, and is a 
great hand at yams in the forecastle, and in 
port is a favorite with all the bumboat 
women. ' He has never been’entriisted with 
the wheel. The cruise before the last, owing 
-we have learned to unusually steady conduct, 
it was thought advisable to make him one of 
the Quartermasters, but being allowed on- 
probation a small show, he could not for once ’ 
tell which way the wind wus going to blow, 
and, putting the helm up when he ought, to' 
have put it down, he brought the ship up ' 
standing, and was himself also taken aback.

They fully 
anticipate b^ing able to' pay for their 
tos^binery, plant, and all other expenses out 
bf their first cake, and declare a dividend as 
Well; ' 1 sincerely hope they will as that is 
the description of quartz claims required in 
Otago just now. They have made a new 
fihd while cutting their tramway into the 
line of reef. ' They find that the whole spur 
Where their claini is situated is a net- work of 
tiuhrtz and conglomerate, and all of it carries 
^old ill a more or less degree. This is a very 
Impo^tamt discovery, as when we see such 
femuiieratlve returns from the Wetherstones 
Oertent Co., at a return of Idwt 6gra per ton, 
with the disadvantage of raising the stuff and 
blockinfg it out, this should give far larger 
retoms, as there are greater facilities for 
getting the dirt, and the lowest estimate that 
experts make of the whole width— some iO 
yards— is fidwts per ton. Of course there are 
better places than others, and what they call 
toe reef-some 30 feet wide — will average 
fully half an ounce to the ton. I am afraid 
that the want of water will interfere with' 
mining pursuits in this district, and unless 
we get wet weather quartz crushing and 
sluicing operations will come to a standstill.

The echoes of Mr Finn’s “ welcome ”

The 
case was of a complicated nature, took over 
an hour in argument, and was finally struck 
out. It is, however, more the bearing of the 
case on the corps than the action itself that 
is of importance. It appears that two years’ 
capitation allowances, amounting io about 
£35, have been paid to some one in high 
coinmand, and that this sum is sufficient to 
satisfy the claim against the corps, yet the 
youngsters are exposed to the gibes of their 
playmates for not having paid for toeir 
clothes, and are made a party in an ignoble 
action in the law courts, instituted for the 
purpose of maintaining a just claim against 
their corps. Such a line of action is repre- 
hensible to a degree, and must re-act on the 
minds of the older lads in an injurious 
manner. Nothing can be gained by such a 
line of action, and ultimately it will be found 
that the money which might hava paid thq 
debt is swallowed up in law coats and lawyers’ 
fees, resulting in the demoralisation of the 
corps.

THE PUBUO MEETING AT BLACKS. 

To ths 3iiior o/Thr Cromwell Argub, 

Sir,— T he subsequent action of myself and 
others, contrasted with the unanimous voice 
of the meeting— especially as reported in the 
Dmxstan Times — requires some explanation. 

A meeting to organize a Fnrmers’ Club was 
first on the programme for the evening. The 
hour was very late when the meeting in ques- 
tion opened. There were present about 25 
farmers, including Messrs Pyke and Fache 
from Clyde. "Mr Pitches was voted to the 
chair, and explained the object of the meet- 
ing ; and also his views ns not being favor- 
able to being annexed to the Naseby district. 
Mr Chappie, at considerable length, also 
expressed his disapproval, and moved the 
first resolution as follows — 

That this meeting views with alarm the pro- 
posal to sever Blacks district from the Dunatan 
Mining and Land district and attach it to the 
Maniototo. 

which, with a few remarks, was seconded by 
Mr Harrington. I then rose and stated that 
before the motion be put, the meeting should 
more fully discuss the matter, and T trusted 
some others present would give their views. 
As no one did so, I again rose and stated that 
I had neither sympathy or liking for either 
Clyde or Naseby ; nor did I want to go to 
either place to transact my business ; I wanted 
to be able to do it here at our own court- 
house. Wliat we wanted was a resident 
Clerk and Receiver. The Progress Com- 
mittee had once a promise that the police 
here would be appointed to act as Clerk of 
the Court, and I see no reason now why the 
Constable or telegraph officer should not fill 
the office, as either of these officers could 
overtake the work ; of course, I expect, they 
would get paid for it. If we had a sub Land 
Officer there would be no necessity to go to 
either Clyde or Naseby ; and the Warden and 
K-M. might stop at Dunedin, or oven Fiji, 
providing he was here on the monthly court 
day, Those views, though held by others, 
were not endoiaed, as the impression had 
been circulated by the Clyde magnates that 
toe scheme was unworkable, and the Timcj 
Quietly suppressed any allusion to it, only to 
make it appear that I wanted a special Clerk 
and Receiver for Blacks.

It struck me then that I had got euchred. X, 
wanted also the assistance of our own M.;H.R. 
to get my motions, if carried, brought intoj 
effect ; but as they were opposed to what the 
meeting had asked him to further, how could 
he advance two opposite causes ? I gave 'it' 
up. « On quietly contemplating matters after- 
wards, it became clearly obvious to mo that 
the Clyde dust had blinded our people’s eyes 
to their own interests, and, for myself, I had 
got quite 7km plu55ed. I expected a discussion 
as to what would, under the circumstances, 
be best suited to our own wants ; but instead 
I found the resolutions had been all cut and 
dried — spiced and highly -flavored with Dun- 
stan sauce, carefully buttered over with the 
interests of Blacks to make them palatable, 
judiciously placed in the hands or pockets of 
their respective proposers (some of whom are not 
wanting in sophistry when short of good argu- 
ments to support their cause ; while others did 
not disguise the fact that they were being used 
for the occasion. I inwardly cursed my trepidity 
iii not having more fully stated and pressed my 
views, which I was positive, if away from the 
influence of Clyde magnetism, would be endorsed 
by nine-tenths of our community, 

Ne.'^t day, however, my views took the form 
of a memori?!, and are simply these A local 
Land Office, or a sub Land Office, or a place 
where applications for land could be made and 
land revenue, received j a resident Clerk and 
Receiver ^ by appointing the postmaster and 
telegraphist, who, we presume, could find time 
for the work, as it ia evident his telegraphic 
duties are not onerous or our office would be a 
paying one and nob tabood with the extra six- 
pence, which we ask to be taken off when lie 
gets other work to do. Then we want another 
J.P., having only one, so that we could settle 
any pressing difficulty without the aid of Clyde 
or Naseby. That these proposals meet the 
people’s views is evident by the number of 
siguaturea now attached to the memorial. No 
person who has been shown it, unless those who 
were proposers and seconders of the motions at 
the> meeting, have declined to sign it^and they 
could hardly be expected to do so. Although it 
does look a little ridiculous for the meeting to 
agree to one thing, and the memorial aak for 
another, candidly confessing that we were caught 
in a Uuustan bubble, through being blinded by 
the Clyde dust, is the best way out of it. — I am,

BOROUGH COUNCIL. 



The ordinary meeting of above body took 
place on Friday evening. Present — The 
Mayor, Cra Behrens, Broivn^ Olds, Pretach 
and MacKellar- 

Minutes of previous meeting were read and 
confirmed. 

The only correspondence before the Coun- 
cil was a letter from the Dunedin Survey 
Office requesting that a plan of the new 
cemetery be forwarded. The clerk was in- 
atructed to request Messrs Park to prepare 
the same. 

Mr T. Heron wrote complaining of certain 
mining operations being carried on at the' 
rear of hia premises which had a tendency to 
injure hia property, — The clerk was directed 
to see that mining be desisted from at the 
place indicated, and to take law proceedings 
against the offender if found necessary. 

It was determined to proceed with the' 
formation of footpath in Inniscort-street be* 
tween Innis and Sligo-atreet, and the clerk 
was instructed to give notice to Mr Sherwood 
to remove atone wall at rear of his premises, 
it now being in a dangerous condition. 

In reply to a question, the clerk said that 
Mr Wilson, solicitor, had not, so far as he 
was aware, taken any action for recovery of 
arrears of rent, as directed by the Council. 

After some deliberation, the clerk was. 
directed to write Mr Wilson, requesting him 
to go on at once with proceedings against 
Messrs Goodger and Murrell. 

The subject of street- watering engaged the 
Council for some time. Or MacKellar was. 
of opinion that the present system of watering 
was bad and unnecessarily expensive in the . 
mattpr of hose,- and ho suggested that a 
number of small stand-pipes should be erected 
at intervals along Melmore-street, from which 
watering conld be done efficiently and with 
economy. Or Olds concurred. Other Coun- 
cillors were not so clear as to the advantages 
claimed, and it was ultimately resolved that 
an estimate of number and cost of stand-pipes 
bo obtained from Mr Young before any steps ’ 
arc taken in the matter. 

The matter of District Court sittings being 
withdrawn from the Central Goldfields was 
brought forward and a resolution passed — 
That a letter be written to the Minister ‘of! 
Justice pointing out the hardship that will 
be entailed on the people of the district by 
withdrawing the rittinga of the Disirkt Court 
from Cromwell.

Even the acoounte pub> 
jiiihed in tbe morning papers show/ plainly 
that tbe dlecuaaion waa a warm one; bntl 
am informed by several Oommissionera that 

reality many disagreeable passages of arms 
were omitted. When that miserable Mr 
Mlraths coolly remarked that it was too 
bid of the foreign Commissioners to take up 
the position they did with regard to the open- 
ing of the Exhibition building at night, after 
they, the Victorian Commissioners, had had 
the politeness to invite them to exhibit.” 
Upon hearing this most astounding informa- 
tion, Mr Belcour, the French Commissioner, 
rose and took up bis bat to leave the room, 
being followed by Mr Pickering, the United 
States CommisBioner. They were, however, 
persuaded by Messrs Casey and Levey to lo- 
■ume their seats, and a sort of an apology 
was given by Mr Umbrella Mirams, who, 
with difficulty, was convinced that he had 
made an offensive remark. Mr James Munro, 
with the intellectual capacity of a Scotch 
shepherd, also distibgiiished himself in 
lan^age and conduct till at last his ally, Mr 
J. J. Casey, had to call him to order. A 
good many people expressed surprised at the 
attitude taken by Mr Casey in the matter, he 
having separate himself from those ho 
generally fraternizes with. 1 . do not think 
the explanation is far to seek. Mr Casey 
being O.M.G. is anxious to be made a 
knight companion of the same order for his 
conduct in connection with the Exhibition, 
and hearing himself called Sir John, Now, 
the Victorian Commissioners have no. titles 
wherewith to reward their partisans. The 
crafty J. J. ia perfectly aware of the fact 
that a good word from Sir Herbert Sandford 
or the Duke of Manchester ^ill have con- 
siderable weight at Home when the question 
comes to be debated as to the distribution of 
titles and honors at the close of the Exhibi- 
tion. Sharp as he thinks himself, Mr Casey 
will find that he is deceiving himself in this 
matter. Only this morning a high official 
connected with the Erhibition informed me 
^that he was perfectly aware of Mr Casey’s 
little gama ; he is trying to run with the 
hare and hunt with the hounds, but It will not 
do, especially with me.** As to the Legion 
of Honor, I am quite certain from the strong 
language made use of by Mr Belcour with 
regard to the treatment he has received at 
the hands of the Victorian Commissioners, 
that he will advise the French Government 
to distribute very few decorations Atdong the 
colonial Commissioners, I must speak in 
high terms of Mr Panton, who, with one or 
two other gentlemen, have, during the most 
disgraceful conduct of their brother Com- 
missioners, always acted as men and gentle- 
men. Things are so shamefully mismanaged 
at the Exhibition, and there has been such 
gross bribery and corruption in every depart- 
ment of it, that I am sure that the European 
Govemnients, should they come to know the 
actual facts, will be very loath to give any 
honors and rewards among a body of men, 
many of whom, if they bad their desserts, 
Would be in a very different situation. 

Sir Herbert Sandford has resigned all re- 
sponsibility at the Exhibition, and handed in 
a protest to the Governor. He also made a 
speech in public against opening the Exhibi- 
tion at night. 

The trial of Ned Kelly, the bushranger, 
has been postponed till tbe 28th inst. This 
adjournment has been granted in order that 
the prisoner may be provided with counsel. 
Some surprise has been expressed at the 
small amount offered for Kelly’s defence, 
namely, £7 7s. In a case of such importance, 
where life is at stake, it might only reason- 
ably be expected that the Crown would give 
a proper fee for the defence. Kelly certainly 
has cause to complain of the treatment he has 
received during his imprisonment, he having 
heen denied the ordinary privileges accorded 
to prisoners. The reason for thus excluding 
his friends is that the Crown feared that Kelly 
would communicate the place where he and 
the deceased members of the gang had planted 
their money and other things which they had 
left out of their robberies. Kelly as he stood 
in the dock to-day looked anything but the 
bloodthirsty villain he has been represented. 

Dr ti. L. Smith has sold his valuable stud 
of race-horses \ the prices obtained were on 
the whole good. 

Two valuable French clocks were stolen 
from the Exhibition on Thursday evening 
during the conversazione. 

Great complaints are made of the bad 
quality of the gas at the Exhibition building, 
and certainly not without cause. 

A 48 hours’ “go as you please” tourna- 
ment is to take place in Melbourne early 
next month. Dr L. L. Smith gives a champion 
belt and a purse of 50 guineas to tbe victor. 
It is expected to be a great success.

The Flooding of a Ghapsl in Donegal. 



Full particulars have now been received of 
the flooding of Derry beg cbapel on a Sunday. 
An appalling pea[ of thunder was followed by a 
downpour of rain comparable only to a water- 
spout* In a few moments the brook was 
swollen to such an extent that the arch under 
the chapel was not spacious enough to permit 
the rapid volume of water to pass through. 
The flood then formed into a lake on the upper 
or mountain side of the building, and a quantity 
of tbe water passed between the chapel walls 
and the cliffs, which formed a lake on the sea- 
ward si< e of the building. Tbe people were 
engaged in their devotions, and although water 
was observed trickling along the floor, no serious 
alarm appears to have been felt. The doors 
were fast closed, and no considerable body of 
water could enter the building b3' these means. 
Suddenly the increasing volume of water burst 
open the doora, which are about 8fk wide, and 
a great wave rolled into the building. In two 
minutes the house was filled to a height of 12ft 
from the floor, and in almost an Instant men, 
women, seats, hats, caps, and other wearing 
apparel, were floating about in one homogeneous 
mass. Panicstricken and wailing in their terror, 
men and women struggled to reach the walls ; 
some clung to the floating seats, and thus 
reached the windows. Then by breaking the 
glass they were able to climb the sashes ladder- 
fashion until they were out of the reach of the 
black waters. The windows now bear the 
marks of that fearful hour of agony, the sashes 
being smeared with the blood of the unfortunate 
people as they broke the glass in their endeavors 
to climb to a place of safety. The Rev. Father 
M^Fadden, the parish priest, remained on the 
altar until the water was up to his chest. Ho 
then stood on the table of the altar, but as the 
water was still rising, he grasped some floating 
seats, and by these means he and some others 
were able to reach the high window behind the 
altar, and, by breaking some of the glass, to get 
hold of the window -sashes. The priest, from 
this point, advised the people to keep cool and 
collected, as their only chance of safety. For 
an hour the water continued at its full height, 
and then abated. The doctor of tbe district 
was promptly on the spot, and Father 
M*Fadden’s house was converted into a tem- 
porary intirmary, where those cut and bruised 
had their wounds attended to. Five bodies 
have been recovered. Two elderly men were 
found drowned near the door. The bodies of a 
boy about 12, another lad about 16, and a 
married woman were found washed ashore on 
the banks of the river about half a mile below 
the chapel at Tullagh. Many more are missing, 
and a great many are maimed. Some horses 
were also swept away by the flood and 
drowned . — Home paper.
